A MAN HELD AS A SUSPECT IN 
MACON, 


@uestion es to Legality of Action—Macon’s Cold 
Wave Warming Up—A Detective and a OCoa-

Macon, Ga, August 27.—[Special.]—Yes- 
terday morning W. Smith was arrested on 
suspicion by Detective Shackleford and Con- 
stable Usrey, at the union passenger depot. 
Smith came up town and tried to identify 
himself, but being a little in liquor and nat- 
urally crooky, he acted ina suspicious man- 
ner, and although he had a pass to Montgom- 
ery, and was on his way there, and tried to 
get to his train, he was detained as a suspi- 
cious personage,and carried tothe city hall. 
He was there questioned and cross questioned, 
but nothing substantial was revealed, He was 
finally locked up by order of the chief until 
@n examination could be made, 

Many points were telegraphed to, and an- 
swers from several persons were recsived. 
Among them was a dispatch from Superia- 
tencent Rogers, at Savannah, that he had ac- 
cepted the man’s valises as 
collateral for balance of cash 
which he lacked, and had granted him a pass 
to Montgomery, another from Nashville, Ga, 
stated that he answered the description of one 
Dr. W. B. Head, accused of various crimes. 

This evening your correspondent had an in- 
terview with Smith in the city prison. Smith 
excused himself for his dirty appearance, say- 
ing, “I generally go better dressed than this.” 

“How about the charges?” 

“J don’t know what they are. It is simply 
this, I will tell you the whole story in detail, 
but I don’t think you ought to have it pub- 
lished.” 

“Perhaps it will do you good,” suggested the 
reporter. igs 

“Maybe it would. Anyway here it is: I 
wes torn in Montreal, Canada, and servel 
in the First Kentucky cavalry, on theconfed- 
erate side during the late war, under General 
Bil) Hardin Helm, with Dr. Joe Spalding, as 
regimental surgecn. On 29th July last, 
twelve years ago, I was mirried.”’ 

“To Mrs. Ames’” 

“No, I met Mrs. Ames on her way to the 
New Orleans exposition, and agreed to go 
with her, as she wanted to go south very bad. 
We went there, and as I an ablebodied man, 
could not go about doing nothing, I purchased 
44 great gross of fine castings of a patent 
window lock, of Ricebaum & Co., New Orleans, 
manufactured by Sargent, New York.

I wished to look 
over my old battle fields, so I went to Marictta 
to see the old soldier’s graves, and stopped at 
Cooper's hote). From thence we went to Dal- 
ton, thence to Chattanooga, where we stopped 
at Kelly’s hotel. From there we visited 
Cleveland, then Knoxville, where we stopped 
atthe Lamar house. Warm Springs, Harri- 
sonville, Hendersonville and Spartanburg 
werethen visited; and we then went to Col- 
umbus, where we put up atthe Lollis house, 

apent one week there, as 
had a great work to 
From there we went to 
Charleston, three weeks azo. There I pawned 
a valuable ring and earring; then we came to 
Savanvah. I told wife about my ring and 
went back to get it, as it only cost one dollar, 
and it was cre m7 father lefs me, I suppose 
she must bave got angry with me, as she 
gecuscd me of leaving it where I ought not to, 
and whisky brought on family troubles, as it 
slesys cocs. I went to Charleston and re- 
turnid. When i got back I asked Mr. LaFour 
if wife was there, and he replied that he had 
seen her off tothe depoton her way to Mont- 
gomely, saying: 

‘Tell William I am gone to Montgomery.’ 

“When llearned this I pawned my watch 
ardjewelry, and got money enough, as I 
thought. to pay my way. Finding I lacked 
some ] gave my valiseas collateral, and Mr. 
Rogers gave me this rass to Montgomery. I 
arrived in Macon, and while looking around 
for check numbers, was arrested. I wish you 
would wire this to wife, and I'll pay for it.” 

The reporter was then asked to send the 
foliov ng disvatcn ic Montgomery, which he 
did: 

Mrs. W. Smith, alias M. Ames: 
train. Aminprison. Have done no wrong. Have 
Couns: to answer. W. SMITH, 

He then asked fora lawyer, and Colonol J. 
N. Hardeman responded. The question of 
holding a man without trial, was discussed 
freely. The chief thought that they hada 
right to hold any suspected personage a rea- 
eonabla length of time until evidence couid be 
secured. 

Judge M.R. Freeman was asked his opin- 
jon, and hbethinks that a man can cn!v bs 
held twenty-four hours withouta trial, and 
forty-eight hours on a warraut, unless he has 
atrial. He eays that twelve hours at the bar- 
racks is plenty of time to hold a suspected 
prisoner. 

The idea that heis Dr. W. B. Head, who 
attempted to commit rape, and was also a 
ewindler, at Nashville, Ga., is untenable, as 
Dr. Headis a different man undoubtedly. 
Stiil, the authorities think. he answered the 
descripiion and held him. It was at first 
thought proper to bold him for practicing

doned, as he was apparently a harmless crank. 
Usrey, it ecemsis a legal constable, and 
appointed a special detective. 
he sentimant isthat the man should be 
allowed to go about his business and not be 
detained in prison withouta definite charge. 
Later—Smith has been released and depart- 
ed for Montgomery. Shortly after he left his 
wife anewered, saying she would be here on 
first train. Had she arrived before he was re- 
leased, it is probable that some spicy develop- 
ments would have resulted. The authorities 
evidently acted wisely in allowing Smith hie 
liberty. He hed able counsel, and the idea of 
holding a man indifinitely on mere suspicien 
was considered not only ridiculous, but dan- 
gerous.

‘Squire James W. Smith, of Hart county, 
bas three hundred acres in cotton, all in 
condition except a few acres. The crop is a 
good average. He has about one hundred 
acres of good corn. 

Mr. Thomas Dixon, of Toombsboro, is a re- 
markable trapper. He has a steel trap in 
which he has caught several coons, two wild 
turkeys, two turtle doves and a wild cat. The 
other day he visited the trap and it held two 
coors at once, ws 


Mr. John McKay, of Telfair county, has a 
twig about eight inches in length, containing 
thereon thirty large, well developed pears. 
The twig was cut from an old tree-on his place, 
which every year is weighted with fruit. It 
is what he calls a pound pear, and is evidently 
a prolific bearer. 

The business men of Calhoun have made up 
a purse for the best yield of wheat as follows: 
For the best yield on one acre, $15; second best 
yield on one acre, $5; for best yield on five 
acres, $15; second best yield on five acres, $5;

Joseph’s 
brother substituted a hoe for a base bal! bat 
and called out for him tocatch it. Joe muffed 
the garden instrument, and the blade strack 
him in the face, cutting his nose entirely off. 

During a thunder storm last week Mr, John 
Kitchens and family, who lives several miles 
from Daweon, had a narrow escape fron light- 
ning. itstruck three vaks that was standing 
in the yard, glanced to the residence, shatter- 
ed a window pane and badly stunned MissMary 
Coxwell, who was near by, probably in the 
room. Mr. Kitchen and family were in an- 
other part of the house and were not hurt.

The fire was poked 
through a hole in the side of the house, not far 
from the bed on which the color 
was sleeping. The walls of ther 
lined with paper,jjand the quick blaze afoused 
the woman, Who gave the alarm. Mgrshal 
McComack, W. M. Castles and J. B. Holle cap- 
tured him. 


On last Wednesday afternoon the little four 
year old daughter of Mr. John D. Andrews, of 
near Greensboro, met with a horrible death 
and another daughter was slightly injured, 
The eawmill of Bowden & Oliver has been on 
Mr. Andrew’s place cutting out some lamber. 
Ficavy timbers from the adjacent woods were 
brought up to the mill and lay round about it. 
The two little girls were playing about one of 
these logs when theystumbled and fell, and 
the log rolled over one’s head, crushing it toa 
jelly and wounding the other terribly. The 
death of the one was almost instantaneous, 
but the other wiil recover, 


Two colored girls, aged eight and nine years 
old, were suddenly taken ill at the home of 
their parents in Cuthbert on Friday evening 
last and died on Saturday morning, within a 
few hours of each other. They were sisters, 
and the physician who was called to them 
states that the patients presented every indica. 
tion of being poisoned, No solution as to the 
manner in which they were poisoned, or what 
it was done with, has been given, except the 
statement of some of their colored friends to 
the eflect that they were seen to eat of the 
beriies of a wild vine growing on the banks of 
the railroad, and it is supposed that this 
caused their sudden death. 


Dawson Journal: From reliable parties we 
have just learned ofa terrible fight which took 
place in our county, a few miles from town, a 
few days since. Two anima's(we would blush 
to call them human beings) engaged in a diffi:

power, Years before the war an old man 
eit fat asst hat Meets sts 
build a boat, launc s n 
ee county, and ea trip to Florida on 
it. As he had abundant means, the idea was 
carried to success, so far as bui the boat 
and Jaunching it. It was a queer ing craft, 
something on the order of # flat boat, with a 
long. pole behind by which to 
eteer it, and manned by a crew of his 
slaves. He had stretched upon the craft tents, 
and every comfort necessary for his journey. 
The news of the building of the boat created 
quite a stir alongthe river bank, and espe- 
cially with mill men, who had across 
the stream, as they knew that the law reqiir- 
ed that they give passage to all boats, and it 
was incumbent on them to launch the boat 
below the obstruction or remove their dams. 
The first dam reached by Crawford’s boat was 
at Scull shoals, then the property of Poullaia. 
It was Friday evening when this point was 
gained, and the owner of the boat decided to 
tie up for awhile. Sunday hundreds of people 
from the surrounding country flock- 
ed to the river to see the strange sight. 
Dr. Poullain, taking advantage of the crowds 
of lusty blacks on the banks, proposed to Mr. 
Crawford to let him have his boat lifted around 
the dam, as it would prevent him stopping all 
of his force. But the request was refused, 
with the information that he did not believe 
in laboring on the Sabbath day.

The destruc- 
tion of the boat was hailed with pleasure by 
all mill-owners on the Oconee, who would 
secretly have rejoiced to hear that the owner 
was also drowned for the trouble he had givea 
them. This was the first and last attempt 
made to navigate the upper Oconee, although 
we heard a gentleman predict only a few days 
ago that before many years, that through 
means of locks and canals, boats would be run- 
ning as far upas Athens. In the north there 
are smaller streams than the Oconee rendered 
navigable, and now that congress has appro- 
priated the munificent sum of $1,500 as a stact

THE WHIRR OF WHEELS. 


THAT IS WHAT ATLANTA IS DE- 
TERMINED TO HAVE. 


Av Bnthustastic Meetir g at the Courthouse Lest Night 
to Form an Assecociation—Resolutions Passed and 
Names Signed-—The School of Tech- 
nology~—An Interesting Meeting. 


Friday night of last week a number of citi- 
zens met at the court house for the purpose of 
forming a manufacturers’ association. A 
committee of fifty was appointed to further 
plans and form a basis for a manafacturers’ 
association, of which mention was made at 
the time in Tar ConsTIrruTion. 

On Tuesday of this week the executive 
committee metat the chamber of commerce, 
and arranged fora meeting Friday night, the 
28th, at the court house, which came off ac- 
cording to programme. 

The meeting was called to order last night 
by Mayor Hillyer, who referred to an article 
ete in one of the papers from the pen of 

udge Hoyt, fostering the idea of home manu- 
factures. The mayor felt like pledging him- 
self to buy only home made goods. He 
thought great good would come of manufac- 
tures. 

The mayor then read a letter from Charles 
L. Pike, of Elyria, Ohio, who proposes to start 
a cutlery manufactory somewhere in the 
south, and wanted to kuow what inducements 
Atlanta would offer the company he repre- 
sented. The capital stock of the company 
will be $10,000, and the company will 
ew ploy fifty men with families, and eventually 
work over a hundred men. The mayor thought 
this new enterprise a good one and said it 
ought to be encouraged. 

Colonel E. Hulbert then read the report of 
the committee and moved its adoption. The 
report was as follows: 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. Chariman: Your committee, after a full and 
careful consideration of the subject matter refer - 
red to them, being profoundly impressed with the 
importance and necessity for an earnest, living 
support of the manufacturing interests that we 
pow have, as well as the active and practical en- 
couragement of new*manufaciuring interests, beg 
leave to recommend the organization of our man- 
ufacturers, merchants, bankers and business men 

enerally, into a body to known as “The At- 

lanta Manufacturers Association,” for the follow- 


ing reasons: 

1, Thatthe production of new values is the true 
foundation of all commerce. 

2. Thatthe history of our most pensperens and 
progressive cities teaches us that their rank as 
commercial centers is in exact proportion to their 
investmentin and the successful maintenance of 
manufactures. 

3. That the commerce ofa city based largely 
upon new values created by its own mannutactories 
realizes a double profit, first that of the manufac- 
turer, and second that of the jobber. 

4. at a city whore commerce is dependent 
upon imported values cannot successfully main- 
tain itselfin competition withjits producing com- 
petitors. 

5. That without manufactures, the commerce of 
a city is unstable and insecure, and liable to be di- 
verted to producing points. 

6. That manufactures open up new commer- 
cial fields, otherwise inaccessible. 

7. Thatevery dollai’s worth of imported goods 
that can be as cheaply made at home, is an actual 
drain upon our resources, being sent abroad never 
to return. 

8. Thatevery doliar of domestic manufacture. 
adds that much to our wealth, remaining with us 
for reinvestment and reproduction. 

% And last but not least, That the establish- 
ment of new manufacturing enterprises will fur- 
nish employment to large numbers of our young 
mep,who will thereby become producers instead of 
consumers, py them at home in place of forc- 
ing them to seek a living elsewhere. 

our committee would respectfully recommend 
thet the association consist of as many citizens as 
may signify their euengnens to become active, 
working members thereof. 

That the officers of the association consist of a 
president, three vice presidents, a treasurer and a 
secretary. 

_ The objects of the association to be the gather- 
ing and collating bythe secretary all the data 
attainable in reference tothe manufacturing inter- 
ests of the city; the special lines of manufactures 
most needed and best suited for this locality; man- 
ufacturing sites and their valne: conduct corre- 


’ dence withparties desiring information; « 
— in™ | --velve abd assist parties who may visit us with 
= $s the intention of investing and locating with us: 


to aid our own manufacturers in their efforts to ex- 
le, cially to invite 
new enterprises and aid in their location with us; 
in a word, todo anything and everything possible 
to advance the interests of Atlanta. 

It will be necessary for the association to have 
rooms centrally located. plainly but comfortably 
furnished, with the secretary in reguiar attend- 
ames, 9 to answer all demands upon the asso- 
ciation. 

Your committee did not feel authorized unae 
the resolution for their appointment to formulate 
a constitution for the association,: leaying that 
work for the members. 

Your, committee having in view the organiza- 
tion ofthe association atthe earliest practicable 
moment. beg leave tosubmit a form for the signa- 
iures Of such personsas may desire to become 
members of the same, and would respectfully rec- 
ommend that it be presented to this meeting for 
that purpore. Recspectfully submitted, 

E, Huceerr, Chairman, 

Colonel Hulbert made a few remarks on the 

benefit of manufactories, and said that in the 
next thirty years $750,000,000 worth of cotton 
and other staples would be exported from 
Georgia alone, and showed that by keeping 
the raw material at home and making it up 
into saleable goods, the wealth of Georgia 
would be greatly increased. He said there 
were one hundred thousand youtg men in the 
state of Georgia who were’ forced to loaf in 
poolrooms and baseball parks because there 
were no manufactories forthem to work in. He 
referred to the late war, and said the south had 
failed because she had no rolling mills, no 
merchant marine, no foundries, no manufac- 
tories—while the north had everything, He 
urged the people to go to work in earnest to 
get manufactories here. 

H. H. Colquitt said in reply that the people 
of the south were too ready to pass resolutions, 
but very slow toact. He thought resolutions 
accomplished nothing. He said the question 
is, not what Georgia will do in regard to manu- 
factories, “but what will Atlanta do. 
He then reviewed the history of Atlanta, and 
said that the railroads built here and center 
here and radiate from Atlanta have injured the 
commerce of the city trom the start, and are 
still injuring it. The railroads discriminated 
against Atlanta in freights. Atlanta did uot 
have cheap coal. Manufacturers would not 
come here because of dear coal and excsasive 
freights, Hesaid clerks of Atlanta and me- 
chanics were the poorest paid people on earth. 
No agricultural people were ever a rich 
people. The only really prosperous 
and wealthy people are those who foster man- 
ufactories. He scouted the idea that northern 
men had built up southerm manufactories. 
All the suecessfy! manufactoriesin the south 
are owned and controlled by southern men 
and southern capital, Atlanta, he said, is the 
healthiest city in the union, and here is the 
place for manufactories, and itcan be made 
the foremost manufacturing city in the south. 
_ Colonel G. W. Adair thought Mr, Colquitt 
inconsistent in saying resolutions were of no 
effect. He had said some ‘good things and 
some unpleasant things. He wanted to har- 
monize capital, intelligence and muscle. 
Thought there would be plenty of operatives 
on hand when the manufactures were started. 
He wanted the resolutions passed and would 
vote for them. 

Mr. Colquitt arose in explanation, and said 
he was not oppesed to the resdlutions, and 
would vote for them. 

Mr. Burns seconded the motion to adopt the 
resolutions, and they were adopted unani-

Mr. Hulbert moved that a committee"of five 
be appointed to draft constitution und bylaws, 
Adopted. 

A paper was then presented for signature 
of names of those who wished to become mem.

The chairman, Mayor Hillyer, appointed 
the following gentlemen asthe committee to 
draft constitution and bylaws: -L. Hulbert, E, 
Pr, Chamberlin, Martin Amorus, 8.M. In- 
man, G. W, Adair, 

Colone] Adair moved thatthe chairman, 
Mayor Hillyer, be added to the committee. 
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THE DISCUSSION PROCEEDS, 

‘Mr. 8S. M. Inman said he thought there 
would be no trouble in getting freight rates so 
low that man rers would not gramble. 
He said the manufacturing interests of Atlan- 
ta amounted to $8,000,000 or $9,000,000 last 
year, and that with the increase of manu fac- 

‘tories freight would be redueed so there would 
be no grumbling. He was not discouraged 
about the manufacturing interests of Atlanta, 
The exposition broughta lot of adventurers 
here who failed as manufacturers, but if any 
man or company would come here for the pur- 
pose of legitimate business, the people of At- 
lanta would puttheir hands in® their pockets 
and denate liberally. | 

Mr. H. H,. Fairbauks, superintendent of the 
Atlanta cotton factory, says he came here six 
years ago and found a hearty welcome. He 
was from the north, bat he urged manufac- 
turers to come here because he liked the peo- 
ple aud he liked Atlanta. He urged young 
men to engage in manufacturing as a sure 
read to wealth. 

Mr.Hemphill moved that a committee be 
appointed to make an effort to get the school 
of jo erg located at Atlanta. It would 
be of great benefit to the city in various ways. 

Mr. Colqnitt seconded the motion, and 
thought Atlanta could get the school if she 
made the right kind of an effort. He said the 
motion made by Mr. Hemphill was a valuable 
one, and hoped the citizens would take hold of 
it vigorously. 

W. G. Newman favored the motion in a brief 
but impressive speech, 

Mr. Inman said’ that, as a citizen of Atlanta, 
he thought the school of technology would be 
of incalculable benefit tothe city. Athens was 
bidding heavily for it, but he believed Atlanta 
was the proper place for it and hoped to see it 
located here. 

The foilowing gentlemen were then oppoint- 
ed’ by the chair as a committee on the school 
of technology matter: W.A.Hemphill, M. C. 
Kiser, H. H. Colquitt, J.S. Boyd, W. A, Hay- 
good, R. H. Kmapp, Grant Watkins, Mr. 
Colquitt moved that officers be elected. 

After rome discussion it was resolved to elect 
officers at a subsequent meeting, as there were 
a number of citizens who would join the asso- 
ciation, and who would like to have a voicein 
the election of officers. 

The meeting then adjourned, subject to call 
by the chairman. 

The meeting was harmonious throughout, 
and the best of good feeling prevailed. 

Mr. Hemphill pledged the use of the col- 
umms of THE CoNSTITUTION to help carry on 
the good work. Mr. Atwood. of the Capital, 
also pledged the columns of his paper.

He spoke of the connection between mental 
and written arithmetic,and emphasized the 
importance of teaching the rudiments of the 
science thoroughly. In the higher por- 
tious of arithmetic, discount, percent. 
age and other useful applications 
shonld be taught with thoroughness 
and care. Dr. Groff spoke of the post-bellum 
invasion of the south by the almighty dollar, 
which will soon reign as supreme in sonthern 
hearts as it doesin those of the sons of the 
north. 

After parting addresses by Superintendent 
Baker, Professor Caldwell and Dr. Orr, the 
following resolutions were read and unani- 


mously adopted :
